He began to conciliate the Democrats at 
the expense of the Republicans, and to take 
such a course with regard to Southern af­ 
fairs that bis ad s became absolutely in­ 
jurious to the rights and interests of the Re­ 
publicans, white and black, in the South.

Besides this, and it is one ot the 
most important considerations connected 
with the question of providing a home for 
girls who need reformatory influence, the 
peculiar management of the Milwaukee 
school enables it to accomplish its great 
work of reformation and culture, much 
more quickly and effectively than could be 
done otherwise. 
The Milwaukee school needs suitable 
buildings, and if the Legislature can help 
in that direction, the result would be an 
honor to the State and a blessing to the 
unfortunate.

Senator John A. Rice, of Waukesha 
county, who is a physician in good stand­ 
ing, has paid considerable attention to the 
subject of the prehistoric mouodafouod In 
this and other States In the Northwest, 
and ha* come to the conclusion th a t they 
were the habitations ot the Mandan? who 
were the predecessors of the Sacs and 
Foxes, the Illinois, the Pottawatomies 
Wionebagoes and other Indian tribes.

Turkish fleet was pressed at first, but it is 
staled that the italian made such strong 
objections that this point,was .temporarily 
waived. 
It bai bean Russia's policy to accustom 
the world gradually to her exactions, aud 
ii is a jumpable ihat eventually she always 
gets exactly what she first demanded. 
It 
may tncrefore be expected that Russia 
will finally obtain possession of Turkey’s 
best vessels, aud will thus control the 
Blacksea, for, as I telegraphed several 
weeks ago, Russia proposes to close the 
Dardanelles against all war ships, as here­ 
tofore. Having a powerful fleet herself, 
and having barred out ail other nations, 
she will have undisturbed control. 
Rus­ 
sia’s 
intentions 
are, 
of 
course, 
well 
known here, but 
England ha* 
ueretofore gracefully accepted the situation 
whenever fixed facts had to be regarded, 
and it is reasonable to expect that she will 
finally be unable to oppose the cession of 
the fleet to Russia when it has become un 
fait accompli. 
Some fears are expressed 
that Austria intends the mobilization ot 
her army, and it ii true that arrangements 
have been made for that purpose should it 
be necessary, but the opinion iu Berlin 
and Vienna is that she will not go so far, 
although ane may occupy Bosnia and Her. 
zegovlula. 
Count Andrassy, 
however, 
will probably a*k tor a vote of credit sim­ 
ilar in character to that voted in the Eng­ 
lish Parliament. 
The feeling throughout 
Europe is one of intense nervousness, and 
a slight cause might precipitate a war be­ 
tween Russia and one or two other pow 
ere.

The Committee on Charitable and Penal 
Institutions of which Senator Richardson 
is Chairman, hsve reported a bill to ap­ 
propriate $15,000 to the Industrial School 
for Girls in Milwaukee. The Committee 
have had this question of providing a 
home for wayward or unfortunate girls, 
under consideration for some time, and 
have given it very careful attention. Hav 
log iu view two prime objects—the wel­ 
fare of the uufortunate class mentioned, 
and the best interests of the State financi­ 
ally speaking—the Committee came to the 
conclusion that it was cheaper for the State 
and better for the girls, to bestow a under- 
ate appropriation on the industrial School 
for Girls already established in Milwaukee. 
The $15,000 which the Committee recom­ 
mend to be appropriated, U for the build­ 
ing solely. No otherexpense will be borne 
by the State, as the support of the school is 
done by£subscription.

Dangerous Illuminating Oils, 
Mr. Averill, the Michigan State Oil In­ 
spector, furnishes tbe following interesting 
items: 
During 1877 there were inspected 
66,001 barrels, of which 1,001 were reject­ 
ed and returned to the dealers or manufac­ 
turers who shipped it into this State. 
Some of the oil rejected Hashed as low as 
70° Fahrenheit. At first it was branded 
aud approved Michigan legal test, 150°. 
Lately, in order to evade the law, the ship­ 
pers ship it and bill it as lubricating or 
machine oil, and it is so branded. This oil 
is shipped to dealers in small places remote 
from any inspector, and is generally caught 
and inspected in transit. There were two 
fires and the death of one child, caused by 
the explosion of oil manufactured from 
petroleum. In each case of the fire the oil 
was not Michigan legal test. There were 
several fires reported by tbe press as caus­ 
ed by explosion of kerosene lamps.

From the New York Herald. 
The Continental Bank Note Company 
of this city baa lately instituted an action 
against the United States tor a large 
amount, the claim being for 169,000,000 
postage stamps, manufactured and deliver­ 
ed to the Government under a contract to 
supply the I’os to Ai ce Department. 
In 
1873 the Company, whose office is at 
Greenwich and Liberty streets, made a 
contract with the Government, through the 
then Postmaster General, to furnish the 
Postoffice 
Department 
with 
all 
the 
adhesive 
stamps 
which 
woald 
be 
required 
for 
the 
period 
of four years and under that agreement 
from the year 1873, down to last April, 
when a new contract was made. 
The 
company was and is at the present time 
the exclusive manufacturer of postage 
stamps for the Government, supplying as 
it does, all the large and subordinate offices 
throughout the country 
with stamps, 
which hundreds of men and women are 
kept busy manutacluring and preparing 
for use. * The number of stamps that were 
given birth under the contract of 1873 
numbered many hundred millions, consist­ 
ing of the various denominations known to 
the commercial world. 
The contract was essentially an impor­ 
tant one, as it involved a trust on the part 
of the company of millions of dollars of 
the government's property, besides being, 
at the same time, of va'ue to them as a 
business enterprise. Under one clause of 
the contract the company was required at 
all times to keep on hand, at the request of 
the Government or its agents, a three 
months' advance supply of stamps to meet 
any sudden contingencies of the service, 
and the legal aspect of the case presents 
itself most tally under this clause. 
When the old contract expired in 1877 
the company had on hand 91,118,308 fin­ 
ished and 78,374*700 unfinished stamps, or 
169,472,008 stamps in all, which they 
claimed they were ordered to have as a 
three months' supply under the requisition 
of the Government, and that rn conse­ 
quence the Government should pay for 
them at the cost price of the contract. 
Hence, it is claimed that some $45 OOO is 
due the company, and they sue for that 
amount. 
But the Government officials 
have made a different and adverse inter­ 
pretation 
of 
the 
que&llon, 
and 
the 
Attorney General, in a lengthy 
opinion 
delivered 
on 
the 
subject, 
maintained that the order for the extra 
supply has never been given, and that the 
Government was not la any wise liable for 
the 109,000,000 extra stamps. Neverthe­ 
less the Government took them under pro­ 
test of the company, and was willing to 
pay for them according to the new con­ 
tract price, under a new contract commenc­ 
ing May, 1877 ; but the company reiused to 
accede to this proposition, as under that 
contract the price per thousand stamps was 
a large reduction of the amount paid by 
the first contract under which the 169,000,- 
OOO were ordered aud manufactured, and 
under which they claim they are entitled 
to recover.

Civil Service Reform. 
TdlfJu Editor. 
Fran the organization of our govern­ 
ment down to 1816 the pay of Congress­ 
men was six dollars a day and mileage. At 
that time a law was passed raising the com­ 
pensation to $1,500 a year, but the publie 
dissatisfaction was so manifest that this 
law was repealed at the next session and 
the compensation fixed at eight dollars a 
day and mileage, at which figure it remain­ 
ed until 1856, when it was again made a 
nUnried office at $3,000 a year and mileage, 
which in 1866 was raised to $5,000, and in 
1873 to $7,000 a year, but the popular clam­ 
or was so great against this that the law 
was repealed the next session aud the sala 
rf remains the^ame as before at $5,000 and 
mileage. 
Now here is an experience of a hundred 
years during which the two theories of 
high and low salaries have been thorough 
ly and fairly tested, lf the theory of the 
high salary advocates be true, then during 
the tint period we should have had the 
poorest talent; during the second a little 
better, the third much better and since 
1866 the best of any. Let us glance at the 
facts and see if they jnstify such a conclu­ 
sion. During the first, or what, it the 
high salary theory is correct, should have 
been the period of small men, we find in 
our national legislature tach mea es Madi­ 
son, Macon, the Pinckney’s, Sedgewick, 
Lowndes, Livingstone, Gallatin, Webster, 
Clay, and others of like character. In the 
seoond, or eight dollar period, we find 
some of those with the addition of Jack­ 
son* Calhoun, Haynes, Monroe, J. Q. Ad­ 
ams* SUOS Wright, Seward, Van Buren, 
Douglas, Lincoln, Buchanan and many 
others of like caliber, very few of which 
were found in the tb<rd, and none in the 
fourth, or high salary period. 
Nor dare any man affirm that abler or 
better men have been found in our latter 
than in tour earlier congresses ? I trow 
not. But, to put the matter beyond doubt 
or cavil, let, us go further back in our 
history: Take the signers of the Declara­ 
tion of independence, and the framers of 
oar Constitution, who received even less 
pay, I believe than our early congressmen, 
and besides that were working part of the 
tune with halters around their necks, as it 
wore, and contrast them with the men that 
perpetrated the Credit Mobilier fraud, the 
back salary steal, and the other thousand 
and one steals and frauds that characterize 
these latter day legislators, and how do 
they compare? Washington, Jefferson, 
Franklin, Hancock, with Oakes Ames and 
John Morrissey. Verily we are led to ex 
chum: 
MSo exsslleot s kine, that was, to ibis, Hyperion 
to a Batyr."

If we scan the matter 
closely we will find that the most valuable 
discoveries, the best laws, writings and 
teachings, the only ones, almost that are of 
any real service to mankind to-day, have 
been given, as it were, without money and 
without price. The value of things can’t 
always be measured for what we pay for 
them. It is safe to say that Henry Ward 
Beecher bu received more money for his 
services as preacher, .writer and lttturer, 
than was received by Moses, Joshua, 
Isaiah, Homor, Socrates

Mr. Benn Pitman, in his Cincinnati lect­ 
ure, said: 
“The little 
building 
near 
Washington, Pa., which Dr. LeMovne 
erected tor his own use, when his time 
shall come, is a brick structure that might 
pass for a village school he use, save that 
it has two doors and no windows in front. 
Ile outside measure is 20 by 30 feet, and 
consists of a reception and furnace room. 
I have to use the words that do not sound 
sentimental, but as to the actual process of 
cremation, it is one that surprised me by 
its intense simplicity, and beautiful and 
)unfy ing associations, and I should add 
by ifs et tire freedom from anything that 
could possible shock the moat sensitive 
soul alive. There Is no burning—as we 
usually understand it—nor a suggestion of 
it. Exercise your Imagination, not on the 
roasting of a joint of meat before the lire— 
about the only association most people 
’haye on chemical combustion by heat 
but on the sun-like glow of a retort heated 
to two thousand degrees. You look into 
it; there is no fire, it is a fervent, glowing 
sunset brought near to you.

walls to the retort, no top, no bottom; it is 
an unlimited, glowing receptacle,.and af­ 
ter the body has baked in this glow for an 
hour you see it not.
